
Excise Tax 
Cuts Lower 
Phone Bills

An estimated total of $57,600 
a year will be saved by Tor- 
ranee-Fairfax telephone users 
starting from April 1. effective 
date of the excise tax reductions 
recently voted by Congress, ac­ 
cording to R. S. Pyle, local man­ 
ager of Pacific Telephone.

Cut are excise, or "sales," 
taxes on all telephone service 
from 15 and 25 per cent to 10 
per cent. Tax reductions are ef­ 
fective on bills dated April 1 and 
thereafter, Pyle said.

The largest tax cuts will be 
on long distance calls costing 
25. cents or more now taxed at 
25 per cent. Thus, where tele­ 
phone users previously paid 
$2.50 in taxes on $10 worth of 
toll calls, they will pay only $1.

Tax reductions also mean that 
on bills dated on and after- April 
1 for residence and business 
service here excise taxes on bas­ 
ic charges will be reduced from 
15 per cent to 10 per cent, the 
manager added.

"These tax reductions, care­ 
fully considered by Congress, 
will mean savings to all tele­ 
phone users," Pyle declared.

As chief of the Police Department of Torrance I would like 

to get over to the voters the problems that we face in rendering 
you the service to which you are entitled and which we are really 
Interested in rendering to you.

Our present quarters were designed for a 
force of sixteen men, and equipment to enable 
them to carry on was provided. Now we are 
a force of forty-three, and by all (he recom­ 
mendations and observations of those who have 
made a study of law enforcement we should 
have a poiice force of at least fifty. Where 
then are we going to put the men, their equip­ 
ment, their records, etc., and where are we 
going to have a place for them to be trained, 
inspected and to compile their reports and 
records that are a necessary part of police work?

We have nine cars assigned lo this department and when 
even a part of these cars are parked near the police station all 
parking facilities are taken and the poor tax payer who has 
business with the Police Department must park somewhere out 
on a city street and walk to the station. Where is he going to 
find that parking space under present conditions.

Consider the visitor to our city who wishes to find the loca­ 
tion of a certain street and rightly feels that he should be able 
to get the information from the police.

What are hi» emotions when he must park three blocks away, 
gets lost before getting back to the police station, then has to 
find his way back to hts car again? What Is going to be his 
impression of Torrance and its progressive attainments?

We Invite any tax payer and any voter fo come in to the 
Police or Fire stations and see for yourself just what the exact 
conditions are. Then if you can support us in the coming bond 
election, by all means do so, If you cannot support the bond issue 
we will welcome you anyway as we want you to know just what 
our problems are and we want to know how we can serve you 
best.

Von Delden, 20, and her nine- 
month-old son, Kirn, of (Hen- 
dale.

Mrs, Von Delden was dead on 
arrival. Her husband. Hugh 
Douglas Von Delden. 23. was 
taken to Harbor General Hospi­ 
tal with serious head injuries, 
according to police reports.
